Special Effort

separable from building, orperations 
under present conditions, it should

In August, 
7,000 temporary houses were com- 
pleted, compared with oa previous 
highest monthly total of 5,200. The 
neceleration was continued = in 
September, und completions had 
reached 2,000 a week. 


On the ratio between local 
authority and private butlding, Mr 
Bevan sald: “It is worth noting that 
the squatters were hardly in a posi- 
tion to buy houses. These incidents 
arce—simply-.nothing-to—the--trouble 
there would have been If we had had 
in) power a Government - which 
handed the housing programme aver 
to the speculative builder, to produce 
houses to sell.

The land of 
China has to-day one of the most 
brilliant pages of martyrdom of the 
Catholic Church.” 

He pointed out how the enurch In 
Chinn had benefited by the sacrifice 
of these Franciseans, “The Chinese 
native clergy ts continuously offering 
thanks to the generous snerifice which 
the martyrs made of their lives. It 
haa but only recently ‘become 2 
Chinese ecclesiastical erarchy at 
the hend of which stands the noble 
figure of Thomas Cardinal Tien.” 

Before imparting special Apostolic 
blessing to all those present, the 
Pontiff stressed the fact that of the 
20 newly beatified martyrs clsht 
were Italian, five French, one Bel- 
gium and one Dutch and “14 others, 
sons of China, who for the religious 
welfares of their beloved native 
country sacrificed thei Uves in full 
content."—United Press.
